I don't know that my address was 
mueh appreciated at the time, hut writ- 
ing six months afterwards, as I am, I 
msv say that tie "O. E." has become 
changed into a "B. B-" which means a 
"Blood-bought Brigade," and that they 
are now overcomcra and soul-winners, 
and not mere endeavorers.

Oar ideas of poverty were 
largely borrowed from books. End had 
we not been told by voi« u of authority

L'hnrities ? All the same, the nnnouncc- 
ment of a poor children's dinner hy ibe 
Salvation Army sent nc forth on n 
voyage of discovery. Intent on nndin^ 
whether the need for such really existed. 

It ivas" a raw Sabbath cfic— .boh in 
December. The city wok full of 
weii-arresed chun-b-gecra, lint in tbe 
streets we sought, there were few le- 
minders that it was Sucday. at all. 

Our first' knock was answered by one 
of iiit> ssudest-liKikins women we had 
i>ver own. Her fnee wns disfigured by 
a terrible, cancer-, and het frame Ibin 
and worn with pain and privnllon. Three 
little vhlhlreu clung t<> tiCT skirt*— they 
looked half-starved. The father had left 
his family to their fate. The "iek mo- 
ther triea in vain (o eHrn sufficient to 
beep .litem by aeTving." 

"Still," said my. friend, who is chur- 
a.-tc-ristk'ftilv cautious, "such distrfis 
may be exceptional." 

"But the nest was un 'out-of-work's* 
heme... For months the man had had 
nothing more lucrative than J". tu-ce.u~ 
ion al. job. They had managed to strug- 
gle through the Summer, but with Win- 
ter'.t gannt hunger atario*; them in the 
face, the family, with its three children, 
had a dark outlook. "No one seems to 
think of an -Xmas tTcnt for us." one 
said sadiy. It eeems ;hnt the only bene- 
factor who had lieen to their 
door had been .1 representative 
of a very patriotic Irish so- 
ciety, and she had refused to include - 
them in the charity after discovering 
that they were Scotcii '. _ 

Then on la an Itaiian family, "wcii 
might each member c>f it sigh for their 
sunoy south. Tbe hreao-winner bad 
been laid up for sir m mths with a brok- 
en limb, and non, «!' hough out of hos- 
pital, was too disjibli-d to earn a cent. 
Four small children increased the prob- 
lem ct the hungry-ey s'd wife. 

Wj- found poverty jwid sorrow mingled 
nt our' nest place of call. In a destitute 
room, a- poor woman was nearly dis- 
rrncted-over her baby, who bad beep 
Rei&ctl with violeni convulsions. We 
were two- . inexperienced young men, 
knowing, nothing of doctoring and less 
of tbe ailments of infant*, hut as we 
set off for medical aid. wondered if some 
suffering and a good deal of helplessness 
could Dot be removed if the poor could 
be taught the use of a few bomp rem- 
edies. When we returned to- the wret- 
ched home the baby was already dead, 
and the mother sojbhing terribly^ over 
ita poor little body, tier grk-£ wi. heart- 
rending as it echoed through a house 
from which drink and destitctian had 
robbed all tie comforts, and most of the 
necessities. 

Again we came upon a scene of be- 
reavement. Here it was the mother 
who. had been bun'ed the day before. 
The father looked the picture of help- 
lessness— he was left with six children. 
For the first time in my life I confess to 
a wish for a woman's deft fingers as 
we wore introduced to those untidy little 
heads and griiny faces. 

But nothing we bud seen previous];- 

W#ftn.ualled the poverty of tie two-roomed

pother, grandmother, and Eve childreu 

|)uld esist In so small a space seemed, 

I our small knowledge of the contriv- 

iice ot the poor, absolutely incredible.

stay. 

The only furniture in auothcr home 
was a stove and a table. So far ns we 
Oonld see, there was neither bed nor 
bread. The poor people seemed wonder- 
fully cheerful, but, somehow, smiles on 
Kticfc starved faces made one feel savagi>. 

We were too sick at heart to do any 
more visiting that afternoon. As we 
trudged homewards, a sadder and wiser 
pair, my friend said, "Say, old ehap, 'tis 
my opinion there's more miser> than

The eltsek «>sae by Uiiii ^UEig;y ob:!d- 
rca upon the plentiful supply of Xmns 
fare Traa like a cavalry charge— they 
swept »U before them, leaving suspicious- 
ly rlcau irlattcnf iu leltlDe^ lute* Sucti 
assistance as knives and forks were 
handled in an altogether ori£t- :al fashion. 
Some regarded them exclusively ns or- 
naments.

The scene below was indescribable. 
Small people, who have had their first 
good meal after different hungry periods, 
are apt to bo cheerful, and those children 
were boisterous with good humor. They 
whistled, thry shouted, they cracked 
jokes, and nibbled pocketed dessert, 
which some or the more wily ones had 
contrived to carry from their dinner up- 
stairs. 

The meeting was bright and brief. 
Those in charge were wiser than to tax 
the patience of the children, who wure 
Hunderfully attentive, despite the fuel 
that their expectant eyes were on those 
bulky papered parcels nnd laden Xmas 
Tree, The Temple Juniors edified their 
guests witb recitations and songs, and 
officers from Headquarters assisted In 
the program. Bnt, to the children, the 
<3tac of the evouing wus n lusty little 
colored hoy, one of tbeir own number, 
whose vocal selections brought the bonsc 
down. With the nnmher of soldiers and 
friends who had come, the hall was full, 
hut the ragged guests held alt seats of 
honor. 

The present-giving was more orderly 
than we expected.

The gifts could not have heen more 
useful, consisting of bats, caps, muffs, 
storm collars, boas, stockings, dresses, 
mils, heaides hosts of iuys, nnd hops of 
candy. Tbe packages of ten would be

A parting blessing was given to each 
as they passed out in a lithograph photo 
if tbe Commissioner and a picture-book.

Oordian Emperor.* This hoy wns at 
first misled by selfish advisers, -hut after 
his marriage, in 241, he wns guided bv 



a!s pruscnt istner-bi-i-w. n» "tit 4owa 
another, Persian rising, aided by his 
father-in-law;. While in Asia, the latter 
died, and Philippus, an Arab by birth, 
compelled, him to mnke him his col- 
league, and In 244 Philip caused Gordlan 
to bo murdered in Assyria. ; KhUlp then 
concluded peace with' the. Beraians ami 
retiirned'to Borne, .whe^'hftjrelgned wlih 
some Visdom and tn<jd«sHo&,\ He was, 
nevertheless, disliked,: >' ■■'.

compelled Decins, against jtkrwill. to lie 
Emperor. . He wrote to Philip' that' he 
would resign in the letter's favor .-i* 
soon as* he arrived at Bomo, rhilip 
distrusted him and marched out aguius: 
him, but was killed In battle. 

Decius ascended the throne In 24m 
A, D., and after subduing the Gau!- 
rcturued to Home. He commence! 

cruel persecutions of the Christians nn : 
endeavored to revive the' old rellghii. 
Decius and his son wore finally kil]. I 
while fighting against the Goths, In 2r,!. 
through the treachery of his own Gi- 
ernl, Gnllns, who assumed the Imperii! 
dignity, but was, two years after, kil].-. t 
with his son. 

Aemillanus now became Emperor, hm 
wns also murdered after four monin. 
by his treacherous soldiers. 

At this time Valerian, a friend ■,! 
Gflllus, marched upon Italy with Gnliie 
nnd German legions, to avenge ]. .. 
friend's death. Ula army saluted him 
as Emperor, nnd Borne also wcleonn I 
him, nc nppointed his son, Gallicim-. 
as his colleague He went East to lij.-ln 
tho Persians, hut suffered a erushiiiL' 
defeat. As a prisoner and aiave he snf 
ferod much ignominy, and at his lirni'i 
his skin was died niirplc, shifrM nn i 
hnng in a temple. 

The Persians, however, were nnal.l. 
to conquer Palmyra, in the Syrian ilc^ 
ert, which was defended hy Odennin- 
nnd his beautiful wife, Zenohla. Sin<- 
Icome did not take any notlee of them. 
this couple called themselves Emperor 
nnd Empress. Zenobia assisted after 
wards the attack of Aurelian, but «» 
tinnlly nvercome, tnken to Ttome in in 
umph, and she lived In Italy with !:. r 
children afterwards. 

After the death of Valerian,' his sun. 
Gall'enus made s brave effort to !;n ;; 
the totterlnc Empire together, wlsi.-li 
was attacked on aii sides. He won m.;.- 
Emperor until 208, when others usnr|„-l 
pnwprs o«r varin^s portions of ;h- 
Empire. A number of nsurpers In LI 
their power only for a short time. Whi •■ 
lighting against one of them, Gallicnii- 
wns murdered. 

Clnudlns was next proclaimed Km 
peror hy the soldiers. He was brnv ■ 
and just. He made anceessful win- 
against Invading armies, but died afici 
two years' reign, of disease. 

Aurelian was elevated to be Emperor 
by the legions of the Danube. He li, 
came the real restorer of the Empire. 
He also endeavored many Interns! ;. 
forms, but his people were too dcmnttil 
lied to appreciiife them. He was :»■ 
sasslnated by his own servants, in 2T.~> 
A. D.

TRAINING OF CHILDREN. 

SOME THINGS PARENTS BUST DO. 
t closed uiv last chapter by remnrkiu? 
thai there are some things that parcm* 
must do if they are to make their child- 
ren into saints and sotdlere. To attain 
this very admlrahlo result, doubtless 
may, and will, be a very difficult under- 
taking, coating J'uu much anxiety aud 
toU; bnt there la little thut is truly 
good orgreat accomplished in this wori.l 
without these qualities, and whatever 
measure of them this work may call for. 
if you aucceed it will be found to be 
well worth the outlay— you will be a- 
bundantly repaid. What the things are 
that you mnst do, I want to point out. 
In the compass of these short articles, 
however, I can do little more than name 
them : — 

1. YOU MUST KBBP TIIE OB 
JEOT YOU HATE IN VIEW FOK 
YOUR CHILDREN CONSTANTLY 
BEFORE YOUR MINI*. I hove al- 
ready »et it forth ; you know it well. 
Look it well In the face, and resolutely 
determine to accomplish it. Do not ici 
any of the blandishments of the world, 
or the temptations of the devil, or the 
prompting! of your own enw nnil mms- 
ure turn you aside. Oh. fathers and 
mothers, you must do or die I 

2. YOU MUST BELIEVE IN THE 
POSSIBILITY OF SUCUKSa. what 
yon de«ire can be done ; and what par- 
ents have done parenta can do again. 
Do not be deterred by the failure of 
others— though they are sadly too plenti- 
ful in every direction. Say to yourself, 
in thje face of all breakdowns, "If th'c 
children of Parson Flsshem. De<wi 
Swells"-, Bishop Creedtim, and Ciptain 
Weeduui, have not turned out well : 
nay, M morn^ot them have gone to the 
bad altogether, that is no rule for me. 
There has been something wrong in the 
training, or the example, or the school- 
ing or sotncisiag. God has said, ' Train 
uu a- child in the way he should go, and 
when he is old he will not depart from 
it.' I am going to do the training an 
well aa I can, ai,:l God must see to the 
succcsa of It" Have faith in God, my 
friends, and He will come to yonr as- 
sistance : 

"Ask the Saviour to help you, 

oirenxiueu. o-'mfort an- „.~s J"-. 
He is willing m aid yon. 
He will carry yon through." 

3. CREATE VND CONFIRM IN 
THE HEARTS OF YOUR CHILD 
REN THE BELI EF THAT YOU ARE 
YOURSELVES WHAT YOU WISH 
THEM TO BECOME. Withont this-, 
you will be a dead failure and a stum- 
bling-block. You must present, in your 
dally life, the example of nnseinsb love 
aud righteousness which yon ask from 

*. INSTRUCT YOUR CHILDREN 
AS TO WHAT TRUE RELIGION 
REALLY IS. Make them understnn.l 
as soon as they can understand. Basi- 
yoar teaching on the precepts and ex- 
amples given in the Bihle, especially on 
the life and death of the Lord Jesns 
Christ. 

5. MAKE THEM FEEL THK 
RIGHTNESS OF ALL THAT YOU 
ASK FROM THEM. Appeal to their 
iudement and .conscience rather than to 
their feelings, although you ennuot Jo 
withont the latter. But you must make 
them understand. Come down to the 
level of their capacity and intelligence, 
thft is, nf what they really know. There 
m a difference between being simple end 
being *i]ly. People who talk to children 
do not often observe the distinction. 
But yod mnst 1 Make them understand 
what yon do teach them. Use singing, 
and pictures, and anecdotes, line upon 
line, here a little and there a little, and 
you will succeed. 

C. INSIST UPON PERFECT 0- 
BEDIENCE TO ALL YOUR COM 
MANDS ; INDEED, TO ALL YOUR 



EXPRESSED WISHES. You must 
have their obedience, or all your efforts 
will be practically thrown away. It is 
impossible to over-estimate the import- 
ance of the foundation of %e habit of 
obedience. It enters into every other 
duty. Prepare the hearln of jour child- 
ren for the exercise of this rightful al- 
livlion to parents, and the entrance ou 
the service of God. In fact, the infsnt 
complying willingly with the wish of 
it.H mother is rendcriDff true worship to 
God. 

Settle it in your soul, therefore, from 
the first vision of your bahe. and the 
iirat kiss you impress upon its cheek, 
that, before all eiw, you have to in- 
cuh-ate the habit of obedience into iis 
youog souL How is this to be done "' 
I want to show :— 

1. BEUIX EARLY. It is astonishing 
how soon the infant in it» mother's arms 
can be tanght that it must do her will, 
und not iu own. 

2. DO NOT GIVE TOO MANY 
COMMANDS TO YOUR CHILDREN. 
But what are given you must bo at the 
trouble to have obeyed. How often you 
will hear fathers and moUsers call upon 
thi-ir children to do thi*, or ttiat, or the 
other, without waiting, oi even earint'. 
to see whether they ;lo either. Whal 
cau W tlte result of such treatment in 
liir iiiimis of the children, but that it 
does not maltvr whether they obey at 
all ? Never ask a child to do a thing, 
or leave a thine iitvI™?, without insist 
ing on obedience. 

3. BE CAREFUL THAT YOUR 
COMMANDS ARE WITHIN THE 
ABLIITY OF YOUR CHILDREN. Il 
is cruet tn ask children to do what it 
outside their power, and yet I am n- 
fraid thit porrit^ si^ Uiuusoiiessiy ad- 
dicted to the practice. While they 
would never dream of requiring them 
to carry a burden for which thej- had 
not snfflek'Dt strength, or read in a 
language they had not learned, they will 
insist on the little child sitting motion- 
less and silent, and not crying wheu it 
had a pain, or going to sleep wbeu it 
was too excited from fright or other 
causes— all of which is just as far lic- 
yond the ability of the child, if not as 
absolutely impossible. Be tender and 
considerate in the commands you give 
(o your children. 

4. BE CAREFUL THAT YOUR 
OEDEP.S ARE GOOD AND LAW- 
FUL ; otherwise, how can you insist 
on obedience 7

While in Port Essington the other day 
I sow the conntuble taking a ynuni; 
native' drunken woman to jail. What a 
sad sight, and those who make her 
drunk, according to law. could be made 
to smart ftir it, but at the present time 
there is no J. P. to try the case. 

While some fell, aud the devil and his 
agents worsted a Tew, yet the big ma- 
jority came through the summer's fish- 
iug all right, and lately some of those 
who got worsted in the fight are getting 
right ngain. Tliunk God for that ! 

We have had our Harvest Festival, 
and owing to the scarcity, of tbinKS we 
were ?o0 behind last j*ar, but- nrconllni; 
to their ability the Indians gave. 

Wc were wanting a new Bag for the 
corps, and I asked the Secgt-Major to 
collect enough money from the soldiers 
to pny for it, HIh mother hnd been' 
to Port Essington nursing o sick sister.

It is beautifully sittinted oil the banks of 
the Skeenn River, has n frontage of over 
a mile, nnd is laid out In 100-ft. lots, 
running buck over two miles. The iaud 
is easily cleared, uuii will grow lots of 
vegetables and grain. 

The Ensign was busy elm ring bis lot, 
while the people were Bnishing bis 
bouse, and be is believing, for an ideal 
village. They will be away then from 
their old heathen customs, and totem 
poles, and will have n ehance to make 
a thorough new start in life.

other part of the body, fitted to eonvev 
its eainmnuds and to influence the whole.

"Fur these purposes the nerves ore 

netuirily given. They are soft white 

cords which rise from the brnin, the 

immediate rt-Hidr-nre of the mind, and 



disperse themselves in branches through 
all parts of the body, rhey convey eIJ 
the different kinds ot sensations to the 
mind in the brain, and likewise carry 
out thence all its commands to the outer 
jMuis of the body. They are intended to 
be occasionally monitors against all such 
impressions as might ondnneer the well 
being nf the whole, or of any particular 
part. 

"Moreover, the mind in this corporeal 
system must be endowed with the power 
of moving from place to place, for the 
sate of intercourse with a variety of 
objtetii, of escape from such as arc 
disagreeable, dnugcrous, or hurtful, and 
for the pursuit of such as are pleasant 
or useful.

"But t«i suppon, to g;-,-,- firmiicMc and 
shape to the fabric, to keep the softer 
parts in their proper plnces, to give tixeil

*gans from external injuries .there must 
be some ii in prop-work interwoven 
through the whole, and, in fact, for such 
work ihe bones nre given. 

"Thi^ prop-work is not made with one 
rigid fabric, for lhat would prevent itin- 
liuu.

liouea, 

"These pieces must he firmly bound 
together to prevent their dislocation, (jnd 
tiiis end is perfectly answered in the 
ligniaeii's. 

"The spnee between these different 
orgaus must be filled up with some EOft 
matl'cr, which shall keep them In their 
places, uniie them, and at. tiie saniL- 
time allow them to move n little mwiii 
one another. These purposes nre tin- 
swered in ;lie cellular nu-mliifiur uf fatty 
substance.

Quid enough to 
penetrate into the smallest parts of th<i 
animal ; impelled hy (tie heart and con- 
veyed by the artericB, it washes every 
part, builds up what wns broken down, 
and sweeps away the old and uselesH 
matcrinK ; hence the necessity or ad- 
vantage of the heart and arterial system. 
"What more there is of the blond 
than euough to repair thfe present dnm- 
ages of the machine, must not be lost, 
hut should be returned ngnin to the 
heart ; and for (bis purpose the venous 
system is provided. These requisitiei 
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in the animal explain the circulation of 
the bleed. 

"Tile old materials which have become 
useless, and are swi>pt off by the current 
of blood, must be separated and thrown 
out of the system. Therefore 

we have glands. the organs of 
secretion, for straining whatever 
is redundant, vapid, or noxious. 

Htrniued, ihey arc ihrown cut by organs 
of excretion, 

"But, os the machine is constantly in 
action, the reparation must lie carried in 
without intermission, and the strninevs 
mii::t be ,"!v.-:ty:: employed. T!i,-ref,ir,-, 
there is actually a circulation of tin- 
blood, and the secretions an- always 
going on. 

Supply and Renovation. 

"All this provision, howi-vei, nutdd not 
he sullleh-nt, for that store of Wood 
would si,on be consumed, and the fabric 
would break down if there was not a 
provision for fresh supplirs. These, wc 
oliserve, are profusely scattered around 
us in the animal and vegetable king- 
doms, and hands, the littest iustruments 
that could he contrived, arc" "furnished 
for gathering them, and for preparing 
(hem in a variety nf ways for the 
mouth. 

■Hut ihcr-e Mipplics, which we cuii 
food, must he considerably changed-- 
they must be converted into blood. 
Therefore are provided teeth for cutting 
and bruising the food, and n stomach 
for tucking it down. r u short, 2!! thv 
organs subservient to indigestion. The 
finer Paris of the alimoat only „ can be 
useful in the constitution. These must 
he thken up and conveyed into the blood, 
and the dregs must be thrown off. With 
this view the intestinal cannl is pro- 
vide;!. It Sammies the nutritious parts, 
which hv call chyle, to he conveyed into 
llip hlood by ili« tiVKrem nf nhsnrbent 
vessels, and ihe roarer jiarls pass down- 
ward to he ejected. 

"We Isnve now K ot i.ar unirnal fnni 
isheil with what is wanted for its im- 
mediate existence, but also with powers 
,for protrncting that existence to nn 
indefinite lencth of time. But its- dur- 
ation, we must presume, must necessar- 
ily lie limited, for as it is nourished, 
grows, nnd is raised up to its full 
Bn-ensth .-n5 perteetiou, su it must in 
time, in common wilb nil inaterinl he- 
in-^s. begin to decay, and then hurry on 
to final ruin. Hence wc see the neces- 
sity for n scheme for its renovation. 
Accordingly, n «'i^- I'i-ovideiu-e, lu iut- 
pcliinle as well as preserve His work, he 
sides giving a strong appetite for life 
nnd self-preservation, has made animals 
male nnd female, to continue the pro- 
pagation of the species to the end of 
time. 

"'r^:i= we n ec, hy the very imperfect 
survey which human reason is .-.hie to 
lake or this tuiiiject, the nnimal man 
must necessarily be complete in his cor- 
poreal system and in its operations'. 

Characteristics of the Divine Architect, 

"One superiority in the animal econ- 
omy is peculiarly striking, Iu machines 
of human contrivance there is no intern 
al power, no principle in the machine 
itself by which it can alter and accom- 
modate irself to any injury which it 
may suffer, or remedy any mischief 
which ndmits. rt repair. But in the 
animal bod\- this is most wonderfully 
provided fo- by the internal powers of 
the system, many of which are not more 
certain 11 ml obvious in their effects than 
they nre above all human comprehension 
as to the manner uud means of their 
operation. Thus a wound heals uy 11 
natural process ; n broken bone is 
mndc firm again by a deposit of new 
lumy matter ; n dead part is separated 
and Ihrown off: noxious juices are driv- 
en out ; n bleeding naturally stops of 
itself : a great loss of blood, from any 
cause, is in some meaiisre compensated 
by 11 contracting po-wer in the vascular 
system, which nccommodalcs the Oiip- 
ac'tly of the vessels to the quantity con- 
tained, 

"These, nnd many other wonderful 

ii -iivittions, are powers which mock all 

human invention or imitation. They nre 

characteristics of the Divine Architect."
